is back 


Controversial apartment development 


submits new plans

WILMINGTON Regency 
Place, the120-unit apartment 
development proposed for con- 
struction on West Street, is 
preparing to go forward, albeit 
with altered plans. 

The Regency Place project, 
which consists of five buildings 
slated for a 12-acre parcel of 
land on West Street located 
between Suncrest Avenue and 
Industrial Way, faced stiff 
neighborhood opposition when 
it first appeared before the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
(BOA) in late 2002. 

In July 2003, after numerous 
public meetings, the BOA voted 
to deny the developer's request 
for a comprehensive permit. 


The BOA cited excessive traffic, 
existence of contaminants on 
the property originating from 
an abutter, shortages of town 
water supply, and the character 
of the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods as major areas of con- 
cern, 

As an affordable housing pro- 
ject, however, Regency Place 
filed for appeal with the State's 
Housing Appeals Committee. 
Upon advice of Town Counsel, 
the Town agreed to settle the 
case, which allowed the project 
to go forward. 

Regency's plans came to halt, 
however, when the project was 
denied a sewer extension per- 
mit by the Massachusetts

Bell said. “We want this to be 
the first place people come 
when they are planning a 
reunion, and we'd eventually 
also like to have this building 
turned into a museum,” 

The Alumni Association holds 
class lists from 1915 all the way 
to the present, and yearbooks 
from almost every class as 
well. Even those who did not 
graduate from Wilmington 
High, but attended Wilmington 
schools at some point, are not

Board of Health seeks citizen participation

WILMINGTON - How healthy 
is Wilmington? That's what the 
Wilmington Board of Health is 
going to find out, courtesy of a 
grant from Lahey Clinic and 
Community Health Network 
Alliance, 

The Board of Health is set to 
begin a project called “Healthy 
Wilmington” and it is looking 
for help. 

“We are inviting a number of 
community leaders to partici- 
pate in a forum that will be pre- 
sented to introduce the healthy 
communities principles and to 


invite participation as part of 
the ‘Healthy Wilmington 
Coalition,” said Wilmington 
Health Director Gregory 
Erickson. 

The initial assessment and 
planning stage of the project, 
which will endeavor to make an 
assessment of the health status 
of the community and to devel- 
op a strategy to improve the 
health of the community, is 
expected to take six months. 

“In this program, the word 
‘health’ is meant to encompass 
not only the medical health of

Governor Romney 
approves long-term 


lease for 


T.H.E. FARM 


Governor Mitt Romney has 
signed legislation authorizing 
a 9-year lease between the 


Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the 
Tewksbury Hospital 
Equestrian Farm (T.HE. 


FARM), a non-profit organiza- 
tion that operates public 
equine therapeutic programs. 
Equine therapy helps individu- 
als with physical or mental 
disabilities to improve their 
muscle tone, balance and 
coordination, and offers par- 
ticipants a sense of indepen- 
dence they may not experi- 
ence in other parts of their 
lives. 

The Governor signed the leg- 
islation in his State House 
office where he was joined by 
his wife, First Lady Ann 
Romney, the bill's legislative 
sponsors and members of 
TILE. FARM staff and board. 

"1 know very well from Ann 
the therapeutic effect that a 
love of horses can make in the 
life of someone who faces a 
physical or mental : illness," 
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said Governor Romney. "I am 
proud to approve this bill, 
which will give the LifE 
FARM the stability it needs to 
continue its invaluable work 
well into the future,” 

"Equine therapy can unlock 
a range of positive emotional 
and physical changes in those 
who pursue jt," said Mrs. 
Romney. "T.H.E. FARM 
already provides wonderful 
support to many who suffer - 
this change will allow this 
great institution to put down 
even deeper roots in the com- 
munity and expand its reach 
even farther to those in need." 

THLE. FARM had been oper- 
ating under a five-year lease 
that was set to expire at the 
end of 2006. The legislation the 
Governor approved today 
extends the lease for 99 years, 
giving T.H.E. FARM the per- 
manency it needs to pursue a 
range of improvements and 
program expansions. 

"This legislation gives the 
farm the opportunity to pro- 
vide therapeutic equine pro- 
grams year round to individu- 
als of all abilities, most espe- 
cially to the clients at 
Tewksbury Hospital," - said 
Mary Jane Marcucci, presi- 
dent of the T-H.E. FARM. "We 
are grateful to the Governor 
and the First Lady for their 
efforts in furthering the bene- 
fits of equine therapy and 
making it more accessible to 
those who are less fortunate. 
Thank you also to the many 
volunteers, instructors, staff 
and supporters who have 
brought T.H.E. FARM to this 
point." 

With a long-term lease now 
in hand, T.H.E. FARM plans to 
raise private funds to build an 
indoor equine therapeutic cen- 
ter on the campus to allow 
clients the benefit of therapy 
all year round. 

"We worked hard to bring 
this bill to fruition," said the 
bill's co-sponsor, 
Representative Jim Miceli 
"This worthwhile endeavor, 
initiated by a group of inter- 
ested citizens, and the rehabil- 
itation program that will be 
offered to patients at 
‘Tewksbury Hospital is a criti- 
cal part of the hospital's pro- 
gressive program."

‘Tewksbury used to have a 
reat teen center. It was a safe 
place for teens to go 4 days 
ter school and evenings. 
Chey had a snack bar, pool 
tables, video games, ping- 
pong, a big screen TV, ete. 
Middle School students at the 
Wynn Middle School could 
walk there after school with 
parental permission. High 
School students could catch a 
school bus to the Middle 
School and walk from there. 
Young teens got to start having 
some independence in a safe 
environment, _My daughter 
learned to play pool theré She 
had friends there.

I was told that there 
were surveys. I never saw a 
jurvey, I was told that they 
needed to open it up to fifth 
graders because it was under- 
utilized and that the parents of 


fifth graders wouldn't let them 
be there with High School kids. 
These kids are not locked in to 
the building. If they go out- 
side, they may be among older 
teens outside the building 
where there is no supervision 
at all. Also, now that the 
Center is open 6 days, I find it 
hard to believe that a schedule 
could not accommodate both 
groups of children, sometimes 
together, sometimes separate.

I was also told that once the 
teens start driving they don't 
want to come to the Teen 
Center anymore anyway, When.

Then, 
when they get their license 
they can't drive with their 
friends in the car for another 6 
months. That makes them at 
least 17 before they are out 
with their friends in cars. 
Between their "Youth Center’ 
years and their 'car years’ 
where are they?

I just want the 
teens that need it the most to 
have access to a wonderful 
place to spend time with their 
friends.

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Tucker plan to reduce auto insurance rates earns Pioneer 
Institute's Better Government Award 


BOSTON Senator Sue 
Tucker's initiative to provide 
incentives to reduce fraudulent 
auto insurance claims was 
selected this week as one of five 
winners in the 2006 Pioneer 
Institute's Better Government 
Competition, an annual compe- 
tition to spur governmental 
improvement, Tucker's propos- 
al was selected from over 200 
entries. Tucker represents the 
Town of Tewksbury in the State 
Senate. 

Tucker's plan calls for using 
financial incentives to encour- 
age urban drivers in communi- 
ties with very high claim rates 
6 advocate for policies and 
coalitions that would reduce 
fraudulent claims. It works as 
follows: excellent drivers that 
live in communities with per- 
,sonal injury claims more than 
itwice the statewide average 
will be rewarded if their com- 
/munity reduces its rate of 
claims by at least 25 percent. 
One-quarter of the total savings 
generated by this claim reduc- 
tion would be credited to these 
-drivers on their annual auto 
insurance bill-half in the first 
year after the 25 percent reduc- 
,tion and half in the following 
year. 

“Because of successful efforts 
tin several cities, especially 
Lawrence, to eliminate millions 
rf dollars of fraudulent bodily 
cinjury claims, there was an 
8.7% rate cut last year,” 
Senator Tucker said. “In 
Lawrence alone, the insurance 
industry saved $30 million. But 
‘under our current system, 
Lawrence drivers won't see any 
Substantial rate relief for four 
years.” 

‘Four other entries were also 
selected. The top entry was a 
proposal to shorten the time it 
takes for litigants to have their 
civil cases heard before the 
District Court. Other winning 
entries were: a proposal enti- 
tled “State | Comptrollers 
Benchmarking Initiative,” pro- 
viding a performance measure- 
ment system that gauges func- 
ffonal areas of back-office oper- 
ations in state government; an 
initiative titled “Energy 


Efficiency in State-Owned 
Buildings” recommending that 
all government office buildings 
can become more efficient and 
actually save the state money 


by “load shedding” its power; 
and a proposal to enact legisla- 
tion for statewide health insur- 
ance coverage for all municipal 
teachers.

In mid-October, two additional 
forms will be submitted. One of 
these is a financial report with 
data on FY 2006's expenditures, 
as well as data from the current 
fiscal year's budget. The second 
form has two sections, one being 
a compliance form, listing areas 
for which the . Library 
Commissioners have established 
minimum standards, and the 
other being the actual applica: 
tion for State Aid to Public 
Libraries. 

The Library Commissioners 
evaluate the town's maintenance 
of effort by using a formula 
known as the Municipal 
Appropriation Requirement 
which compares the current bud- 
get to the past three budget 
cycles. Another minimum stan- 
dard addresses whether the pub: 
lic library is in compliance with 
the standards for number of 
hours open to the public during 
the school year. The number of 
hours required to meet the stan- 
dard is population-based. For 
municipalities with a population 
greater than 25,000, the standard 
reads, “63 hours per week and 6 
days per week, including some 
evening hours.” When a commu- 
nity's population growth pushes 
it into a higher category, the 
Commissioners extend a three- 
year grace period for compli- 
ance, since added hours usually 


require additional _ staff 
Tewksbury passed this milestone 
two decades ago. 

Yet another standard requires 
spending a “reasonable portion 
of the library's total budget on 
library materials.” For librari 
in Tewksbury's population 
group, the requirement is 13% 
For the fiscal year ending June 
30, 2006, Tewksbury's expendi 

library 


als—came to $147, 392, or 13.3% of 
total library expenditures for the 
year. 

After reviewing these reports 
and compliance forms at their 
monthly meetings in November 
and December, the 
Commissioners determine the 
certification status of municipal 
libraries throughout the 
Commonwealth and award State 
Aid Grants to those municipali 
ties whose public libraries meet 
the Minimum Standards for 
Public Libraries as well as the 


Municipal Appropriation

Through it all, she lived rent- 
free on LaBarre's sprawling 
Epping farm and while she 
had no job, claimed ownership 
of three cars including a 
Cadillac and a Mercedes 
coupe. 

Those and other details of 
LaBarre's personal and finan- 
cial history are included. in 
records of her divorce from 
Wayne Ennis, which was 
unsealed Monday following a 
Successful petition by the 
Herald. The file also includes 
‘@ request from the state to see 
the divorce papers in 2001. 

" LaBarre is being held at the 
Strafford County House of 
Corrections on a charge of 
Yirst-degree murder. Police 
‘allege she killed and inciner- 


ated Kenneth Countie, 24, for- 
merly of Wilmington, Mass., 
on the 14acre horse farm. 
Forensic experts have exam- 
ined blood, tissue, teeth and 
bones found on the property 
during a 17-day search. 

Jeffrey Denner, LaBarre's 
attorney, said Monday that 
she has been formally indict- 
ed. 

"We're actually quite happy," 
he said. "It is now our expec- 
tation that we can move this 
case along and resolve it 
quickly." 

Countie was reported miss- 
ing in February after moving 
in with LaBarre at her farm. 
LaBarre, who was arrested in 
April, has pleaded innocent. 

LaBarre's divorce file shows 
that she married Ennis in 
York, Maine, on Aug. 22, 1995. 
She had been living with 
LaBarre, whom she met 
through a 1987 personal ad, 
for seven years. And although 
she never married LaBarre,

and divorce documents chron- 
icling her two-year marriage 
to Ennis. 

Later, a James Bracket 
appeared by LaBarre's side 
for a conference to discuss 
her divorce. Brackett was 
later described by Hampton 
police as LaBarre's boyfriend, 
when she was arrested on 
allegations of stabbing him in 
the head with a pair of scis- 
sors in 1998. 

Two years later, when 
Wilfred LaBarre had died and 
his death certificate was certi- 
fied by the state of New 
Hampshire, it reported that he 
had been married to Sheila 
Bailey. The erroneous docu- 
ment predates a petition by 
Sheila in August 2001 to be 
viewed by the county court as 
his lawful spouse, while his 
estate had yet to be divided. 

LaBarre also presented the 
county court with two wills, 
purportedly signed by Wilfred 
LaBarre in 1990 and 1992. Both 
left the majority of his cash, 
stocks, bonds, real estate and 
personal property to "a very 
special lady known as Sheila 


Kaye Jennings LaBarre," and 
ignored his two children. 

The Rockingham County 
Superior Court has invalidat- 
ed the wills. 

The state sought information 
about Sheila LaBarre's mar- 
riage to Ennis, it said, 
because if she was married to 
him within three years of 
Wilfred's death, her common- 
law petition "would fail as a 
matter of law." If she had an 
affair while married to Ennis 
that continued during the 
three-year statutory period, 
the state told the court, "that 
would be highly relevant."

TEWKSBURY Two 
Tewksbury officers involved in 
the March 2006 apprehension of 
a robbery suspect will be hon- 
ored for bravery in a ceremony 
at the Statehouse in Boston on 
September 25th. 

Officer Brian O'Neill and 
Officer Douglas Pratt will each 
be presented with a George L. 
Hanna Memorial Award for 
Bravery, Medal of Valor by 
Governor Mitt Romney. 

George L. Hanna was a 
Massachusetts State Trooper 
who was shot and killed in 1983 
while searching three suspects 
during a traffic stop in Auburn. 
The George L. Hanna 
Memorial Awards for Bravery 
Program consists of four levels; 
with the Medal of Valor being 


the second highest medal a 
Massachusetts law enforce- 
ment officer can receive. 

On March 1, 2006, Officers 
O'Neill and Pratt engaged in a 
high-speed pursuit of a stolen 
van, which was being operated 
by someone believed to have 
robbed the Andover Street 
Mobil On The Run just 
moments before. 

The suspect, Joseph Croteau 
of Lowell, lost control of the 
vehicle just“after crossing into 
Billerica and struck a tele- 
phone pole. Croteau exited the 
vehicle, but was not willing to 
surrender. A brief struggle 
between Croteau and the offi- 
cers ensued, during which 
O'Neill sustained a gunshot 
wound to the leg. 

“Officers O'Neill and Pratt 


showed extreme courage in the 
face of grave danger,” said 
Tewksbury Police Chief Alfred 
Donovan.

Last year’s first Wilmington 
Half Marathon was held to cel- 
ebrate the town’s 275th birth- 
day. Over 150 runners compet- 
ed, with Wilmington's Ken 
Warren coming out on top of 
the field in a time of 1:19:06. 
More importantly, a great 
time was had by all in recogni- 
tion of a very special mile- 
stone in Wilmington history. 

All proceeds from the race 
were donated to Wilmington’s 
Happy Birthday celebration. 

The half marathon is back 
once again this year, on 
Sunday, September 24 at 10 
a.m., starting and finishing at 
RMA Fitness Center on 
Middlesex Ave, and the reason 
for getting together to run in 
what is sure to be a great 
event is even better than last 
year. This year, all proceeds of 
the race will go directly to the 
Deborah Winters Breast 
Cancer Foundation. 

Deborah Winters was just 52 
years old when she lost her 
eight month long battle with 
breast cancer on July 14, 2005. 
After watching her mother 
fight against and eventually 
succumb to this terrible dis- 
ease, Windy Winters- 
Harrington made it her mis- 
sion to make sure other fami- 
lies did not have to endure the 
pain that she and her sister 
had to endure while watching 
her mother pass away. 

In her own words, “My sister 
and I witnessed my mother’s 
passing and it was horrible,” 
she says on the foundation web 
site at deborahwintersfounda- 
tion.org. “I don’t want anoth- 
er daughter to have to tell 
their mother that it’s ok to 
die.” 

Since her mother’s passing, 
Windy has seen the Deborah 
Winters Foundation help 
countless patients and families 
through a most difficult period 
in their lives. Harrington is 
proud to have her mother’s 
memory attached to such a 
worthy cause. 

“My mother's name will 
never die,” Harrington said. 


“We have been able to help a 
lot of people and although it 
was awful, maybe my mom 
had to pass to make it possible 
to help so many other fami- 
lies.” 

The Deborah Winters 
Foundation is a little different 
than some other charitable 
organizations in that the 
money raised does not neces- 
sarily go to cancer research, 
but rather it helps patients and 
families through “Immediate 
Need Met.” The program 
helps with the every day 
expenses and necessities that 
very often simply cannot be 
met while battling cancer. 

Wilmington resident Laura 
Ahern, the vice president of 
the Deborah Winters 
Foundation, and a close friend 
of the Winters family has been 
instrumental in organizing the 
road race, she explained some 
of the areas where donations 
an help. 

“The nice thing about us is 
our Immediate Needs Met,” 
Ahern said. “We love the 
research foundations, and they 
aré very necessary, but ours 
helps with things like medi- 
cine, daycare, utilities and 
even parking at hospitals 
among other things. 

“These are all things that 
patients need on a regular 
basis and it is what Deborah 
Winters and her family were 
going though.” 

This is not the first road race, 
and definitely not the first 
charitable event that the foun- 
dation has been a part of. On 
Mother’s Day in Harrington's 
home town of Whitman, the 
first Deb's Life Run was held 
to a rousing success with 100 
entrants. . 

“We had 60 people who pre 
registered and 40 people who 
showed up on a day when it 
was raining,” Harrington said. 
“We raised $5,000, and were 
able to give a scholarship to a 
high school girl whose mother 
has breast cancer.” 

Through the help of Ahern 
and Tom Pazyra, who had 
organized last year’s first Half 
Marathon, Harrington was 
able to achieve her goal of 


having road races in both the 
north and south of 
Massachusetts. 


Just as in Whitman, 
Wilmington High School will 
also benefit from the race, as a 
pair of $1,000 scholarships will 
go to students whose families 
have been affected by breast 
cancer. 

“We had done it in Whitman 
and we thought it was a nice. 
way to give back to the town,” 
Ahern said. .

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From a kid’s birthday party to a triathlon. 
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ish. I didn’t care about my 
time or what place I came in. 
As long as I didn't walk 
through any of it. That’s all I 
cared about that I had enough 
energy to finish. I would rec- 
ommend this to anyone. I know 
the word triathlon can be very 
intimidating, but I truly believe 
that anyone can do it.” 

Back in the late 1980s, Vitale 
would have laughed at the 
notion completing a triathlon. 
In fact as a member of 
Wilmington High cross country 
team and known then as 
Dianne Curtis, she didn’t even 
complete the practice runs. 

“When I was on the cross 
country team, my friends and I 
would sneak potato chips into 
our shirts and then go off in the 
woods to eat them,” she said 
with a laugh. “It was actually 
pretty funny.” 

Vitale graduated from WHS in 
1989 and went on to earn a busi- 
ness degree at Northern Essex 
Community College. She is 
married with two children, 
Anthony, Jr, who is 10, and 
Cora, who is 8. 

Just two years ago, thoughts 
of Dianne accomplishing any- 
thing to do with athletes never 


crossed her mind. 

“I had foot surgery two years 
back,” she said. “It was very 
minor surgery but I had some 
nerve damage. I would always 
get this sharp pain in my foot. I 
could barely walk up and down 
stairs.” 

With her foot completely 
healed and now knowing she 
was going to compete in 
Hyannis, Vitale had to first 
grab her wallet before going to 
find her swimsuit and running 
shoes. 

“I swam as a child but never 
competitively,” she said. “And 
for biking, I didn’t even have a 
bike. I had to go out and buy 
one. The running part, I ran 
poorly in high school. I gradu- 
ated in 1989 and I think the last 
time I ran was 1989.” 

All of that quickly changed 
with a few months of training 
and then a few hours actually 
competing. Vitale said that the 
beginning part of swimming 
was very overwhelming. She 
said there were about 50 people 
swimming at the same time 
with limbs going in every direc- 
tion. She trained to do the 
crawl but decided to do the 
sidestroke which helped her 


keep up with the rest of the 
field. She then jumped out of 
the water, grabbed her bike and 
then her running shoes before 
crossing the finish line with her 
family and friends cheering her 
on. 

“I really believe that anyone 
can do it,” she said. “If you go 
there not wanting to break 
records, you can do it. The 
swim was the toughest part. If 
you have a fear of deep water 
you'll have to get over that 
first. I went through anxiety 
but I just willed myself to do it. 
But fhat didn’t take away from 
any . I had the best time. I 
met so many awesome people 
and itw as terrific to have my 
family there too. I really would 
like to do it again. Just if I do, 
I'll give myself a little more 
time training in the open water. 

“But I think this says a lot. 
‘Two years ago I literary could 
not walk down by driveway 
without feeling pain. And when 
I finished the race, I wasn’t in 
any pain at all.” 

And neither was Nesline. 
While Vitale was a rookie to an 
experience like this, Nesline 
wasn't. Back in August she 
completed the Witch City 


Triathlon in Salem, Mass. She 
said she felt better physically 
at the one in Salem than the 
one in Hyannis, but still 
enjoyed herself. 

“I had a great experience 
swimming in the Salem Harbor 
and running around 
Marblehead,” she said. “The 
second one in Hyannis was 
tougher, I was a little intimidat- 
ed by the big crowds and the 
water was rougher.” 

Nesline attended Dover High 
School in New Hampshire and 
was a member of a club swim- 
ming team there which helped 
her in the two competitions. 

“[ have a swimming back- 
ground so I knew I could 
swim,” she said. “I hated the 
biking, I liked the swimming 
and survived the running. 
When you finish, you feel great. 
I wasn't sore and I had that 
runners high. But the one in the 
Cape, I didn’t do so well with 
the swimming. I had to turn 
because I aspirated in the 
water. But I learned the hard 
way so next time I'll push my 
way up to the front.” 

After graduating in 1986, she 
went on to Northeastern 
University and picked up a 


degree to become a dental 
hygienist, while getting an 
associate’s degree in science. 
She eventually moved to 
Wilmington in 1992, got mar- 
ried and has two children, Eva 
8 and Eric 5. 

“It was fun to do (the Hyannis 
Triathlon) with people from 
Wilmington,” she said. “They 
are there to motivate you and it 
was a lot of fun.” 

That was the best portion of 
the race according to Tocco - 
coming in at the finish line with 
a host of people there that was 
she familiar with. 

“The finish line was exciting,” 
she said. “The people there 
were amazing cheering you on. 
It was the first time for me 
(crossing a finish line) so it 
was exciting. They announced 
your name and you just see 
everyone cheering you on. It 
was great to see my family 
there supporting me. It just felt 
like such an accomplishment 
once you crossed the line.”

Rams go to Double OT 
to take first victory

The Shawsheen Tech football

Antique and custom cars 
have their cruises and boaters 
have their boat shows and 
thanks to the Town of 
Burlington heavy vehicle own- 
ers, operators and enthusiasts 
could admire their favorite 
vehicles at the recent Ninth 
Annual Municipal Truck Day. 

Truck Day Founder and 

: Burlington Selectmen Al Fay 
. said, “The police have the 
» DARE (Drug and Alcohol 
« Resistance Education) pro- 
- grams and the firefighters 
« have their musters; nobody 
‘- does anything for the highway 
department until the snow is 
on the ground.” 

Therefore, Fay, a retired 

firefighter, came up with the 
videa of using the Burlington 
‘Town Common as a setting for 
vthe local and state highway 
.-rdepartment to show off their 
equipment. That was nine 
years ago and now the show- 
has grown to accommodate 
f .<private contractors, show 
« ‘trucks, buses, excavators and 
rall kinds of heavy equipment. 
«'This past Sunday, room was 
found on the Common for 
close to 125 pieces of heavy 
» ‘equipment, both new and old. 
In a press release, Fay stat- 
ved, “Everyone sees these 
« ttrucks going down the street 
cleaning, plowing, towing, 
‘ ‘delivering lumber, cement and 
oil, sanding and responding to 
+ ifires, but never get to view 
‘them up close. This is a great 
» tribute to those who serve us 
‘every day.” 


Families such as the 
McDonald family and the 
Bensenuci family of Burlington 
have been to the show for three 
and four years in a row. 

Veteran truck show attendee 
Justin Bensenuci said, “I like 
the Gentle Giant (moving com- 
pany) truck,” 

Others, such as Ryan 
McDonald, 5, aren't as discrim- 
inating. “I like all the trucks.” 

His brother Kyle, 3, likes the 
big trucks. 

A highlight of the show was 
the completely rigged out 2000 
Kenworth cab owned by Robert 
Ogden of Billerica based Ever 
Ready Trucking. Ogden of 
Tewksbury has a nine truck 
fleet and keeps the Kenworth, 
stored just for shows. 

With its nine coats of lac- 
quered paint and chrome fit- 
tings, Ogden estimates he has 
about $45,000 invested into the 
extras on the rig, plus the orig- 
inal cost. He noted that every- 
thing has been changed on the 
truck. 


However, like any other vehi- 
cle on display the kids were 
allowed to climb over it and 
blow the horn. 

“All trucks should look like 
this,” Ogden said, “but they 
don't. (Because they are used) 
you can't keep them clean.” 

His daughter Noelle Ogden 
of Tewksbury said, “He puts a 
lot of time and effort into (the 
showpiece). That is what he 
enjoys and the kids love it too.” 

This is the third year the 
Ogden's have had the vehicle on 
display and they promised to 
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come back. 

As the show has grown over 
the years, the opportunity has 
arisen for the displays to show 
the best of the old and new, 
Sitting next to Ogden's 
Kenworth was a very well kept 
example of a 1931-'32 Ford Rail 
back, which was not the oldest 
piece on the Common. 

That distinction went to 
Perkins Van Lines who had a 
horse drawn wagon parked next 
to their modern day trailer and 
rig. This and a huge excavator 
were the only vehicles too big to 
place on the common. 

Another highlight of the 
show was the most popular fire 
truck in Burlington, the Fay 
Fire Museum Pumper, a 1940 
Farrer, originally owned by the 
Town of Dracut. Fay uses the 
vehicle for demonstrations at 
the local schools and in parades 
and many Burlington kids, of 
all ages have ridden on the 
truck at one time or another. 

Among other show pieces 
were the MBTA's Silver Liner 
natural gas powered Bus Rapid 
Transit (BRT) vehicles, can 
carry up to 100 passengers, with 
about the same seated and 
standing capacity as a light rail 
car. BRT vehicles are typically 
60-feet long, and some have an 
articulated (bending) section, 
like the BRT buses on the Silver 
Line, in the middle to improve 
maneuvering and safety. 

According to the information 
from the MBTA, BRT vehicles 
have about 30 percent more 
available floor space and seats 
than conventional buses. Each

us has three doors for faster 
access, and there is a simple- 
to-deploy ramp for riders with 
wheelchairs, walkers, and 
strollers. Inside, the vehicles 
have automatic stop announce- 
ments in audio and on an elec- 
tronic message board. An air- 
cushion suspension system pro- 
vides a smooth ride. 

BRT vehicles use newer 
propulsion systems that greatly 
reduce emissions and improve 
air quality. Silver Line 
Washington Street service vehi- 
cles are powered by low-emis- 
sion compressed natural gas 
(CNG) fuel. There is virtually 
no soot from these vehicles. 

Silver Line Waterfront buses 
are equipped with dual mode 
propulsion systems, much like 
newer hybrid passenger cars. 
When operating in tunnels, the 
vehicles draw power from over- 
head wires to run electric 
motors. When operating on sur- 
face streets, the vehicles switch 
on low-sulfur clean-burning 
diesel engines, which produce 
fewer emissions than a typical 


compact car. 
Also on display was the 
Middlesex Sherriff's 


Department Mobile Command 
Center. This vehicle is fully 
computer and audio visually 
equipped to provide law 
enforcement with all the tools 
they need at crime scenes and 
hazardous emergency sites. 
Fay said that this year's 
show was being dedicated to 
the memory of Jim Flett, the 
founder of the James W. Flett 
Company. The exaction and 
equipment rental company had

“The problem of how td North Reading had few min- 


re-establish and expand the 
Batchelder School’s ‘Field to 
Plate Program’ when the 
students returned to North 
Reading has been solved,” 
notes the “North Reading 
Transcript.” 

“Thanks to a grant of $750 
from the Massachusetts 
Agriculture in the Classroom 
organization, the third 
graders will have two fields 
and an apple orchard in the 
school yard to the east of the 
renovated Batchelder School 

“While in Stoneham, 
where the students planted a 
field of winter wheat and 
fields of corn, beans and 
squash, they came face-to- 
face with crop failure due to 
poor soil. Their wheat field 
yielded a meager crop, and 
they picked about two dozen 
tiny ears of corn, one minia- 
ture squash, and seven 
beans. Clearly, Stoneham 
does not fertilize its school 
yards, 

“Upon learning of the 
poor wheat crop, Don Wilson 
of Lexington’s Wilson Farms 
contributed six cubic yards 
of composted cow manure to 
enrich the wheat field in 
Stoneham, The value of prop- 
er soil nutrition is now evi- 
dent to the students, as this 
year’s crop of wheat grows 
tall, sturdy and dark green. 

“Using a soil testing kit 
provided by Rotary Club of 
North Reading funds, the stu- 
dents learned that the soil in 
Stoneham had only traces of 
nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium, minerals that are

erals? They had seen the 
piles of construction rubble 
beside the school and won- 
dered what soil would be like 
once the rubble was gone.... 

“To do this, they applied 
for a grant from 
Massachusetts Agriculture in 
the Classroom, a non-profit 
educational organization 
with the mission to foster an 
awareness and learning in all 
areas related to the food and 
agriculture industries and 
the economic and social 
importance of agriculture in 
the state, nation and the 
world. The project is now co- 
sponsored by the organiza-

“This educational and
